The communication, filed on 7/20/04, is non-responsive to the prior Office action, mailed 6/25/04, because certain of the 
specie elections set forth in said communication do not correspond to actual species of the invention disclosure. The first elected 
specie, directed to post-stabilization being not required, is generic and not an actual claimed specie in claim 8 or 24, Additionally, the 
second specie election is directed to peptide epitopes (plural) whereas claims 13 and 30 do not cite any plural peptide epitope 
embodiments but rather a singular peptide epitope. Also, the third specie election directed to leucine zippers is generic and not set 
forth in the claims so as to be an electable specie per se. Claims 16, 17, 33, and 34 cite specific leucine zipper species. None of them 
are the elected generic specie as elected in the paper, filed 7/20/04. Since the response appears to be bona fide, but through an 
apparent oversight or inadvertence failed to provide a complete response, applicant is required to con:q)lete the response within a time 
limit of one month firom the date of this letter or as extended as follows. AN EXTENSION OF THIS TIME LIMIT MAY BE
